•urrendor their liberties to human bloodhounds, 
that we bare thought we could not do the cause 
of Freedom a better service than to publish It 
in ixtttie, omitting only two short paragraphs 
on counterfeiting and mail-robbing. The Judge 
evidently think* ilave-eatching 1* tbe chief bu- 
siness of tbi* Government. We have throw* 
in brief comment*, la bracket*, in several pla- 
ce* —Eil. Fne />«*.] 


After Instructing the Grand Jury a* to tbe 


manner of discharging their duties, tke Judge 
charged them as follows: 
Gtntitmtu aftkt Grand Jury : 


'i'ho people of the United State* voluntarily 


adopted a constitution, "which eontenplm* a 
divuiou and distribution of tbe power* Incident 
to a soi vreign State, between the general gov- 
ernment of tbe United State*, and the govern- 
ment of each particular State; a distribution 
not pending on local limits, but by aeleeting 
certain subjects of common Interest, and pla- 
cing them under the entire and exclusive juris- 
diction of tbe General Government" By the 
admiasivn uf this State into the Union, on aa 
equality with the original States, the people of 
\V iscousm voluntarily pledged their loyaltty to 
tbe constitution of the United State*. They 
obtaiued all the privilege* guaranteed, and sub- 
mitted voluntarily to all the dutie* prescribed, 
by that instrument. 


Tbe extent of the power* of the general gov- 


ernment being limited, by the written compact, 
the criminal jurisdiction of the federal court* i* 
necessarily and properly confined to such offen- 
ces as are prescribed by the several act* of 
Congress. It i* not deemed necessary, at this 
time, to explain to you all these offences, or the 
law* creating them; but I shall confine my re- 
marks to such subject*, a* I am informed by 
th« District Attorney, may be presented for 
your consideration. 


lu an act of Congress for tbe punishment of 


certain crime* againat tbe United State*, 1 
Statute* at large 177, is contained the following

tint eYiui'dmif twelve mouth* and flood not exceeding 
thr» • hundred dollar. " 


Process itsn«d, from a court of competent an 


thority and within its jurisdiction, to the prop- 
er officer, is expected to be served. The officer 
is bound to serve it, or suffer tbe consequences 
of hi* neglect or refusal. The forcible resistor 
of such service obstruct* the adminiatration of 
justice, and oppotc* the authority of the court, 
and the power of the government. This act 
embraces writs, process or warrants, whether 
Issued out of court in term, or in vacation, or 
by a judge, or a commissioner of the court.— 
The provisions of the first part of the law do 
not require that an assault, or any violence, 
•hould be committed to complete the offence. 
An officer may be resitted, obstructed or op- 
pound in the service of process, by escaping, by 
rescuing or even by a refusal to submit, and to 
comply with tbe requirement* of such process 
Ami this offense may be committed by serving, 
upon au officer of the court, extra judicial or 
void proce** and forcibly taking from him per- 
sons legally in hi* possession under arrest; and 
all aider* or abetter* in the service of such void 
process render themselves liable to the penal- 
tic* of tbi* law. The officer i* not obliged to 
risk hi* life, or to expose himself to personal 
violence, to make tbe resistance, obstruction or 
opposition complete; it i* enough that he ii, by 
the exercise of force, or by the threat* of force, 
by one in a condition to exercise it, prevented 
from proceeding in the lawful discharge of hia 
functions. To render tbe offense complete, it 
1* not necessary for the officer to proceed to the 
length of a personal conflict with the defendant; 
for that would constitute an aiianK, which i* a 
distinct offense under this law, even though he 
should succeed in tbe service of hi* proce**. 


[Thi* doctrine make* Judge Smith guilty of 


resitting the law* of the U. State*, by iaauing a 
writ of Habeas Corpus and taking n* out of the 
custody of the Marshal. Bee what he say* be- 
low in the next quotation.] 


In 1 Bwell on Crine*, page 410, the law ti 


thus stated: 


"The ubitrucrinz the execution of lawful pracwi, 1* 


an ortcm e again*! the public juitlce, of a very high and 
preiuinptuou* nalur*; and more particularly >o when 
the ob.tructlon 1. ul an arreat upon criminal pruceM.— 
When the uroceu U regular and executed by the proper 
elfltiT, it will not be competent even fora peace efRier 
lu obstruct him, on the ground that Hie .locution ol it 
wa. attended with an affray or dialiubonc* of thu peace, 
fur it i* an Mlabllihed priocrpl*, that 11 oie having a ml 
Helen! iialhority, Uiue a lawlul rouimaud. it i* nut m lha 
power of any other, havicg an equal authority, In tha 
•unie reaped, lo tame H contrary command, aa that would 
lo lo legalise, coafuiiuo and disorder." 


And to aerve a warrant, writ or proce** npon 


the marshal, while engaged in the iervlce of 
proce** in hi* hand*, for act* or supposed acts 
done by him ID such service, i* an aggravation 
of the offence. Court* and jurie* are required 
to suppres* reaietaneestu the law*, to adminis- 
ter the law* in their purity, to Hutain the peo- 
ple in the enjoyment of that peace and order 
guarantied to them by the constitution and law*. 
It we shrink from this duty, we disappoint the 
expectation* of the people, we prostrate the 
law*, we cease to livu under a government of 
In wa, and anarchy must reign triumphant. The 
real force ef a popular government ia derived 
from tbe confidence which 1* reposed in the 
honesty of jurie* and in the justice of court*.— 
Shake the public confidence In the Justice oi 
tbe one, and in the integrity of the other, and 
you inflict a wound npon republican govern 
uwnt, and the administration of law, for which 
there i* ao remedy. If court* and jurie* were 
to dlspcee of oa*ea without regard to their 
merit*, because they did not approve of the law 
upon which they are founded; er because a par- 
ty U unpopular or wealthy, or Influential, grass 
Injustice must be done at the sacrifice of integ- 
rity, of eouetaaM* a*ai of duty. Aadif tbepco- 
ple do not insUln the marshal* and iherins in 
the lawful discharge of their official function*, 
or If court* aad June* refute them legal redress 
for resistance of proce**, they will be eonrpell- 
ed to rceort to forcible mean*; which la 1 8m-

lential" error* in the Judge'* charge. Tbe 
statement that theae claase* were atnotig the 
" essential eompromiae* " of the Constitutlod, 
ba* no foundation In fact, and ha* been repeat- 
edly shown to be false. The clause concerning 
the rendition of criminal*, wa* adopted into the 
Constitution trom the Article* ef Confederation 
without opposition from any quarter. And so 
far from being a " compromise," it was a mat- 
ter in which all the State* were equally inter- 
ested. 
The elaa*e concerning fugitive* from 


labor, wa* a)** adopted witboat opposition in 
the Constitutional Convention, and It attracted 
very little attention in the State Conventions. 
Yet in the face of these facts, and without re- 
ferring to any item of history to sustain their 
assertions, Court* are continually repeating 
that this wa* one of the " essential compromi- 
ses" of the Constitution, and that without it the 
Union could not have beea formed. But it U 
to be expected that Court* which will pervert 
tbe Constitution, will alto pervert history.] 


There being no general principle in the law 


of nations, or in the comity of independent 
States, requiring the extradition of fugitives 
from justice or labor, these provisions were 
deemed essential, in the formation of the Union. 


The constitution was framed by the conven- 


tion in the year 1787, and went into operation 
in 1789. The State of Pennsylvania having then 
abolished slavery, no doubt was one came of 
the peculiar and expren provision that "no 
person held to service or labor in one State, tin- 
der tbe law* thereof, escaping into another, 
•hall, in consequence of any law or regulation 
therein, be discharged." The interest of citi- 
zens in slave* or servant* for life as property, 
required some provision of this kind in the con- 
stitution ; but this i* understood to embrace ap- 
prentices, whose extradition in pursuance there- 
of, and of the laws passed to carry it out, have 
been frequent. In the opinion of the District 
Court of the United States, in Boiler v. Cum- 
mini, 1 Law Regiiter, 657, it i* remarked: 


" 1 know of no word* trnt »nuld more rlenrly include 


•pprentlee* than thoie I have quoted, tor the plain effect 
ol every indenture ol apprantict:.hip in to holrl the parly 
to .ervice; and if I cuuld go behind the word* of tie

The mode of delivering up fugitives from jus- 


ice, and labor, is not prescribed in the Consti- 
ution, nor by any law, until theaet of Congreis 
eapucting fugitives from justice, and persons 
escaping trom the service of their masteri,Feb- 
ruary IVtb, 1793—fnnr years after the adoption 
of the Constitution. That act wa* passed in 
be House of Representatives, with but seven 
negative vote* from different States North and 
South, and by the Senate without a division; 
and wa* signed by Jonathan Trumbull, of Con- 
necticut.a* Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives, by John Adams, Vice President, and ap- 
proved by Qcorge Washington, President of 
he United State*. 


Thefirit section of thi* act provide*, that 


whenever the executive authority of any State, 
or Territory, ihall demand any penon a* a fu- 
[Itive from Juttioe, from tbe executive anthori- 
y of any State or Territory, to which inch per- 
son shall have fled, and ihall moreover produce 
a copy of the indictment found, or an affidavit 
made before a maglitrate, charging tbe person 
•o demanded with having committed treason, 
felony, or other crime, «Stc-,it shall be the duty 
of such executive authority to be arrested and 
secured, and to cause him to be delivered to 
;he agent And by the aeeond*eotlon,the agent 
• empowered to receive the fugitive into hi* 
custody, and te transport him into the State or 
Territory from which be sball have fled ; and 
aUo declare* the rescue of inch fugitive to be 
punishable by a fine, and by Imprisonment not 
>xeeeding one year. The third section provide* 
;hat when a penon held to labor in any of the 
United States, or the Territories, under the 
law* thereof, shall escape into any other of the 
•aid State* or Territories, the penon to whom 
such service or labor nay be due, hi* agent or 
attorney i* empowered to seixe or arrest such 
hgltlve from labor, and to take him or heir be- 
fore any judge of the Circuit or District Courts 
of the United State*, residing or being withia 
the State, or before any magistrate of a county, 
city, or corporate town whereia such teiznre 
or arreat shall be Blade, aad upon the proof to 
;he satisfaction ef suck officer, either by oral 
;<jstimony or affidavit taken before and certified 
\>y a magistrate of anv such State or Territory, 
that the person M aeuad andarrerted.dotb.un- 
der ther laws of the State or Territory front 
which he or she fled, owe service or labor to 
the peraon claiming him ot her. it shall be the 
duty of such jndge or magistrate to give a cer- 
tificate thereof to aaeh claimant, hi* agent or 
attorney, which ahall be sufficient warrant for 
removing said fugitive from labor, to the State 
or Territory from which he or she fled. The 
fourth section of the- aet prescribes a penalty 
Tor opposing or violating the provisions of th*) 
third section. 


By this law the fugitive from justice may be 


apprehended, delivered up, and removed to the 
State where tha crime i* alleged to ha*« b**n 
committed, la pursuance of a warrant lined 
upon an indictment, or an affidavit, without ex- 
amination. The fugitive from Tabor cannot be 
taken from the State wherein he may be found, 
without the praaerlbed examination, which in- 
volve* proof of ideatftr, and of hi* owing serv- 
ice or labor to the claimant, aad of hia bavin* 
fted.

The act further provide*, that npon tha 
arrest of tbe fugitive, either with or without 
warrant, he i* to be taken before the proper 
iffioer, whose duty it i* made to hear and de- 
ermine the ca*e in a summary manner, npon 
evidence, a* in the original law ; and who i* to 
grant a certificate to the claimant, setting forth 
ubstantially tbe facts of tbe case, if he shall 
nd that tbe person so arrested owes the alleged 


•ervice and escaped. Thi* certificate is made 
conducive evidence of the right of the claimant 
to remove the fugitive back to the state or ter- 
•itory from whence be or she had eicaped, nnd 
s declared to be sufficient authority to prevent 
ill molestation of the claimant, by any process 
•sued by any court, magistrate or other penon. 
f the claimant makes affidavit that he fears a 
escue, after the certificate it issued, the Judge 
>r Commissioner may order the Marshal to re- 
tain possession of the fugitive and deliver him 
o the claimant in his own state. These, togeth- 
r with *ome regulation* ai to the mode of 
iroof before the Judge or Commissioner, em- 
irace substantially the material provisions of 
be act.

The Russian squadron in those 
seas Is supposed to have taken refuge in Kam- 
schatka. It is not the Russian vessels, how- 
ever* that are forced, but privateers from Cali- 
fornia and tailing under Russian colors. 


Letters from Constantinople to June 14th, 


give the following items from Silistria: 


After the attack of the 29th of May, which 


was very sanguinary, the Russians made prepa- 
rations for a freih assault. This was attempted 
on the 31st. 
Tbe struggle was prolonged and 


bloody, and the Russians were again repulsed. 
The sume evening, under cover of a flag of 
truce, they asked and obtained permission to 
carry off their dead, not less than (tea thtmtand 
in number. 


On the 2d of June, a general assault wa* 


made, and the whole Russian flotilla bombarded 
tbe town, but by tbe truly heroic effort* of the 
Turk*, and the excellent management of their 
commander, the Russians were once more 
beaten off. The victory, however, cost tbe 
Turk* dear, a« they lost their gallant chief, Mu*- 
sa Pasha, who Wa* struck by a grenade and 
killed. 


Tbe came evening', a mine which had been 


constructed under the first Turkish battery, 
was destroyed by a countermine. Four hundred 
Russian* were blown into the air, aud under 
cover of the confusion that followed, the Otto- 
mans sallied out, routed the Russians in all di- 
rections, nnd took possession of their entrench- 
ments. The total loss of the Russians in their 
assault*, was from five to six thousand in killed 
alone, while the Turkish lose waa small in pro- 
portion.

000 men, was approaching Silistria.
